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Blanton case moved to Lawrence

PAINTSVILLE — The case of a 
Johnson County man charged with 
offenses relating to his missing parents 
has been moved to Lawrence County 
and an April trial date has been sched- 
uled. 

Johnson Circuit Judge John David 
Preston granted a motion for change of 
venue filed by William Blanton’s attor- 
ney and moved the case to Lawrence 
County, where his trial is scheduled to 
begin April 8. 



Blanton’s parents, Larry and Sandra 
Blanton, were reported missing in Sep- 
tember 2012, and William Blanton has 
been named a person of interest in the 
case. He was arrested Oct. 8, 2012, after 
he allegedly attempted to fill his father’s 
prescription for methadone at a Paints- 
ville pharmacy, at which time he was 
charged with obtaining or attempting to 
obtain a controlled substance without a 
practitioner prescription. 

After hearing testimony Friday in 
Johnson Circuit Court regarding the 
motion for a change in venue in the 
prescription case, and examining evi- 
dence regarding publicity, Preston made 



the decision to grant the request. 

Evidence submitted included post- 
ings on Facebook by the Johnson Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Office as well as that of 
Johnson County Sheriff Dwayne Price’s 
wife, Nancy; postings on Topix; and 
articles in various media outlets such as 
newspapers, television stations and 
radio. 

William Blanton is charged in nine 
separate indictments, including one for 
intent to defraud/scheme/artifice to 
obtain benefits under $10,000, 10 counts

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Evans 
receives 
10 years 
in prison

INEZ — A Martin County man 
who pleaded guilty in November to 
an amended charge of first-degree 
manslaughter was formally sen- 
tenced Thursday to 10 years in pris- 
on, of which he must serve 85 per- 
cent. 

Billie J. Evans, 26, of Warfield, 
was originally charged with murder 
and operating a motor vehicle under 
the influence of alcohol/drugs in the 
Feb. 4, 2012, death of Irvine Spauld- 
ing Jr., 21, of Inez. 

An indictment claimed Evans 
wantonly operated a motor vehicle 
under circumstances manifesting 
extreme indifference to the value of 
human life, creating a grave risk of 
death that resulted in the death of 
Spaulding. 

Spaulding was a passenger in 
Evans’ vehicle when it crashed 
across from Warfield Park on Rt. 
292. Martin County Sheriff Garmon 
Preece said at the time that the two 
men were coming from Warfield 
toward Dempsey Housing. He said 
the vehicle left the roadway, veered 
left on the hill toward the Dempsey 
Cemetery and hit a tree. 

Preece also said at the time of the 
crash that he believed alcohol was a 
contributing factor in the accident 
and that Evans had a few minor cuts 
and abrasions but refused transport.

Woman wins over $63,000 in 
cash, prizes on TV game show

INEZ — Family members rented a big screen at 
the Roy F. Collier Community Center in Inez Thurs- 
day to show the airing of an episode of “Wheel of 
Fortune,” in which Martin County resident Ros- 
salene Cox won more than $63,000 in cash and 
prizes. 

Cox is a retired art teacher who worked at Shel- 
don Clark High School. 

During the event at the community center, pop- 
corn and drinks were on the house and people turned 
out in droves to watch the airing of the show, filling 



seats in one of the theaters and nearly all of the park- 
ing lot. 

A rotating cake that looked like the Wheel of 
Fortune was also served after the showing, along 
with other refreshments. 

No one who went with Cox to the taping of the 
game show was allowed to let anyone know what 
the winnings were until the airing of the show. 

Son-in-law Kyle Runyon said the secret had been 
kept for nearly three months, and he was excited that 
the show would be airing so everyone would know. 

On the show, Cox won a toss-up puzzle for

Probation 
denied for 
Johnson 
family

PAINTSVILLE — Three mem- 
bers of a Johnson County family 
convicted in October 2012 on chop 
shop-related charges were denied 
shock probation Friday after several 
people testified during a hearing in 
Johnson Circuit Court. 

Marty Welch, 46; his wife, Mad- 
eline, 43; and their son, Ian, 21, are 
each serving prison sentences in the 
case that involved their Middle Fork 
wrecker service and stolen automo- 
biles. 

Marty Welch was sentenced to 
10 years, Madeline Welch was sen- 
tenced to seven years and Ian Welch 
received seven years. 

Although all three were on Fri- 
day’s docket for shock probation 
motions, only testimony was offered 
for Madeline and Ian Welch. Marty 
Welch was passed on the docket. 

Jackie Parsons of Inez told the 
court that Madeline Welch is her 
sister-in-law and that Ian Welch is 
her nephew. 

“She is a changed woman and 
has learned her lesson,” Parsons 
said. “Ian has learned his lesson. 
I’ve always been close to Ian. He’s a 
good kid and got caught up in some- 
thing he shouldn’t have got caught 
up in.”

Preliminary work begins 
to correct rockfall problem 



HAGER HILL — Traffic delays 
began Monday on Ky. 321 in John- 
son County as part of preliminary 
work to correct a long-time rockfall 
problem along that stretch of high- 
way. 

Core drilling activity above the 
road on either side of Christian 
Appalachian Project’s facility could 
result in debris rolling onto the road- 
way, according to Richard T. Wilson 
with Horn and Associates, the Win- 
chester firm hired by the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet to provide 
drilling services to support redesign 
of the rock cut. 

Wilson explained that the bor- 



ings, or core holes, are located 
above the existing rock cuts on 
either side of CAP’s building, and 
require the construction of dozer 
trails for moving drilling equipment 
to the boring locations. This activity 
will result in disturbance of the soil 
and may cause debris to roll over the 
existing cut slope and onto the high- 
way. 

“These roadway closures are for 
the safety of the traveling public,” 
said project manager John Michael 
Johnson of Highway District 12. 
“We expect them to be brief and

$2,000, the ‘wild card’ and 
didn’t land on bankrupt or 
lose a turn. Cox also managed 
to spin the wheel in one round 
to gain two pieces of a car that 
she won after solving the puz- 
zle along with cash. She then 
moved on to the bonus round, 
where she won another auto- 
mobile, bringing her total 
winnings to more than 
$63,000. 

Cox had several family 
members with her, including 
her husband, Gary Cox; her 
daughters, Tegan Cox May- 
nard and Lauren Cox Runyon; 
as well as son-in-law Kyle 
Runyon, who were all intro- 
duced during the show. 

After the introduction, 
Cox went into the bonus 
round. 

“My letter picking was 
good and, fortunately, I wasn’t 
‘Thrown For A Loop,’ which 
was the solution for that puz- 
zle,” Cox said. “When Pat 
(Sajak) revealed my prize, I 
learned that I had won another 
car! My family joined me and 
we ran over to my car. My 
cash and prizes totaled over 
$63,000 dollars but my Wheel 
experience was priceless.” 

Lauren Runyon said her 
mother has always been a 
“wheel watcher.” 

“She was in the zone,” 
Runyon said. “She wasn’t 
nervous at all.” 

Gary Cox said he couldn’t 
believe how calm his wife 
was during the taping of the 
show and that he thought she 
was less nervous than he was, 
just sitting in the audience 
watching. 

“She did great,” Gary Cox 
said. 

Rossalene Cox explained 
in a “Wheel of Fortune” blog 
how she managed to audition 
and have the opportunity to 
appear on the show. 

Cox said she was having 
dinner with friends and one of 
them mentioned they had 
heard the Wheelmobile was 
coming to the Mardi Gras 
Casino at Cross Lanes, W.Va. 
She and her friend Tammy 
decided immediately to go, 
but that some of her other 
friends weren’t keen on the 
idea. 

“It would be an adventure, 
and if nothing else, a story to 
tell,” she said. “Being a fan of 
the show since it was first on 
TV, I was delighted for this 
opportunity.” 

The first audition was in 
April 2012, and then the call 
back for a second audition 
was in June 2012. 

“Hundreds of people were 
at the casino. Lining up was 
like being in line for a ride at 
an amusement park, long and 
winding. Each person was 
given a small form to fill out 
with basic information: name, 
address, hobbies, etc.,” Cox 



said. “Round 1 passed 
uneventfully for me but dur- 
ing round 2 Tammy and I 
whooped and hollered when 
my name was called. I raced 
to the stage. I had to be photo- 
graphed then fill out and sign 
another form before going on 
stage. After this, if selected, 
an e-mail notification would 
arrive within six weeks. Once 
on stage, there was puzzle 
solving to be done but at this 
time the main thing that the 
Wheel folks wanted to see 
was personality.” 

In June, Cox said in her 
blog that approximately six 
dozen people were present for 
the second tryout. 

“Names were randomly 
called and we stood at our 
seats calling letters and trying 
to solve puzzles. The next step 
was a timed written test, and 
that five minutes whizzed by. 
A break was given while the 
tests were graded to see who 
would continue on. I was one 
of the fortunate ones and pro- 
ceeded to the next phase, a 
simulated game where, in 
groups of three, we introduced 
ourselves, pretended to spin 
the wheel, called letters and 
tried to solve puzzles,” Cox 
said. “The Wheel folks were 
amazing, they patiently 
answered questions and 
offered advice: smile, speak 
clearly and, most importantly, 
have fun! The audition con- 
cluded with several of us 
called back up for another 
simulated game. We were told 
that those selected to be on the 
show would receive a letter 
within two weeks. My letter 
arrived after two agonizing 
weeks and one day! It actually 
came on my wedding anniver- 
sary, best present ever.” 

Cox said that when she 
and the family arrived in Cali- 
fornia for the taping, there 
were 18 contestants and two 
alternates present in the green 
room because six shows were 
being taped that day. 

“We were grouped into 
three person teams, with one 
of those people drawing for 
show order. I drew number 
four. I was pleased that my 
show was not the first or the 
last of the day, being in the 
middle would allow me time 
to get the lay of the land, so to 
speak. Meanwhile, we were 
plied with snacks and bever- 
ages as, two by two, people 
were sent to make-up to be 
made camera ready. Next we 
were taken into the studio and 
there it was, THE Wheel! 
They had us do practice spins 
and gave us pointers as how to 
clap correctly (down low so as 
not to interfere with our 
microphones) and where to 
stand while at the wheel. 
There’s a piece of tape at each 
spot, contestants are supposed 
to line their belly buttons up 
with this so the camera man 
will have you in view.” 

Cox also said the platform 



raises and lowers so that the 
players can appear uniform 
from behind the wheel. 

“After three shows were 
taped there was a break for 
lunch and it was back to the 
green room for sandwiches or 
pizza. Finally, it was time for 
show four, MY show! Earlier 
we had drawn a number for 
our positions at the wheel and 

1 had drawn number one, the 
coveted spot next to Pat. As I 
entered the studio I searched 
for my family in the audience. 
My husband later said that 
you couldn’t have knocked 
the grin off of my face with a 

2 x 4! I was pumped!” 

Cox is the second person 
with Eastern Kentucky ties to 
win on “Wheel of Fortune” 
within the last year. Former 
Lawrence County resident 
George Carter, 31, who now 
lives in Lexington and works 
in Frankfort with the Depart- 



ment of Revenue, won cash 
and prizes totaling more than 
$ 68 , 000 .

of criminal possession of a 
forged instrument and misrep- 
resenting or withholding 
information from a practitio- 
ner as well as persistent felo- 
ny offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Sept. 27, 
2012, Blanton allegedly 
devised a scheme or plan to 
obtain benefits from an assis- 
tance program by means of 
false or fraudulent representa- 
tion. 

According to the indict- 
ments, all of the charges of 
criminal possession of a 
forged instrument occurred 
between Sept. 3, 2012 and 
Sept. 14, 2012. The indict- 
ments claim he possessed 
forged checks totaling 
$3,185.81 belonging to his 
parents. 

On Oct. 1, 2012, Blanton 
allegedly took cattle and vari- 
ous items of scrap metal 
belonging to Larry Blanton 
with a value totaling $1,500, 
according to the indictment. 
He is also charged with pro- 
hibited acts relating to con- 
trolled substances. 

Blanton’s girlfriend, 
Amanda Fannin, is also con- 
sidered by authorities to be a 
person of interest in the case 
of the missing couple and is 
currently incarcerated at the 
Big Sandy Regional Deten- 
tion Center in Johnson County 
on charges of flagrant non- 
support and promoting contra- 
band for which she was also 



indicted Oct. 17, 2012. 

Neither is directly charged 
with the disappearance of Lar- 
ry and Sandra Blanton, but are 
apparently the last people to 
have been in contact with the 
couple prior to them being 
reported missing. 

Larry and Sandra Blanton 
have been missing since Sept. 
5. William Blanton has 
alleged to authorities that the 
last time he saw his parents 
was at approximately 7 p.m. 
Sept. 5 and they were in an 
unknown blue Nissan. He told 
authorities they were going to 
go to Florida on vacation and 
get away for a while. 

Local authorities have 
searched the couple’s 50- acre 
farm at Pickle Fork on multi- 
ple occasions along with 
Paintsville Lake. 

Sandra Blanton’s sister, 
Lois Fraley of Mechanics- 
burg, Ohio, pleaded in a letter 
to The Big Sandy News 
recently for the public’s help 
to find out what happened to 
the couple. 

Larry Blanton is described 
as being approximately six 
feet tall, weighing 200 pounds, 
with blue eyes and gray hair. 
Sandra Blanton is described 
as being 5 ’7” tall, weighing 
135 pounds, with green eyes 
and brown hair. 

Anyone with information 
as to the couple’s whereabouts 
is asked to contact the John- 
son County Sheriff’s Office at 
(606) 789-3411. Callers can 
remain anonymous. 
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Floyd health department 
awarded cancer grant 



FRANKFORT — The 
Floyd County Health Depart- 
ment is one of 10 health 
departments across Kentucky 
that will receive grants to 
expand colon cancer screen- 
ing services. 

Gov. Steve Beshear sought 
funding for the program in 
last year’s biennial budget 
proposal in an effort to reduce 
colon cancer incidence and 
mortality rate in Kentucky. 
According to data from the 
Kentucky Cancer Registry at 
the University of Kentucky, 
about 2,600 new cases of 
colon cancer will be diag- 
nosed in Kentucky each year 
and nearly 900 people will 
die. 

The screening program is 
intended for low income, 
uninsured Kentuckians 
between the ages of 50 and 
64. 

“Colorectal cancer is the 
second leading cancer killer in 
the United States, and Ken- 
tucky’s incidence rate is high- 
er than the national average,” 
said Beshear. “If everybody 
age 50 or older had regular 
screening tests, at least one- 
third of deaths from this can- 
cer could be avoided. This 
initiative will help more Ken- 
tuckians access those crucial 
screening tests.” 

The Kentucky Department 
for Public Health worked with 
the Kentucky Cancer Founda- 
tion and the Kentucky Colon 
Cancer Screening Advisory 
committee to develop the 
grant program, utilizing 



$500,000 in state funds ear- 
marked by the Kentucky Gen- 
eral Assembly for colon can- 
cer outreach and education, 
patient navigation and colon 
cancer screening services. 

The Kentucky Cancer 
Foundation, which helps fund 
selected portions of the state’s 
overall Kentucky Cancer 
Action Plan, will provide a 
like amount of matching 
funds for the colon cancer 
screening program each year. 

“The private-public part- 
nership in funding our state 
cancer action plan is the first 
of its kind nationally,” said 
Dr. Whitney Jones, chairman 
of the Kentucky Cancer Foun- 
dation. “We look forward to 
completing this specific match 
and expanding services state- 
wide in the future. We appre- 
ciate the investments in com- 
munity health and wellness 
and the forward thinking of 
Governor Beshear and the 
legislature.” 

Public health officials 
stress the impact of the dis- 
ease on the state and said it is 
important to partner with vari- 
ous agencies to reduce the 
disease burden in the com- 
monwealth. 

“Colon cancer is a very 
serious health concern that 
impacts too many Kentucki- 
ans,” said Dr. Stephanie May- 
field, public health commis- 
sioner. “Like many diseases, 
early detection is integral to 
successful treatment of the 
disease. Colon cancer screen- 
ing not only helps us detect 



colon cancer early, but it may 
also prevent cancer by remov- 
ing polyps before cancer 
develops.” 

Over the next two years, 
grants will be awarded to 
local health departments, 
which have formed partner- 
ships with community health 
care providers to offer servic- 
es. Others receiving grants are 
the Pike County Health 
Department, the Barren River 
District Health Department, 
the Calloway County Health 
Department, the Christian 
County Health Department, 
the Fayette County Health 
Department, the Greenup 
County Health Department, 
the Jessamine County Health 
Department, the Lake Cum- 
berland District Health 
Department and the Louisville 
Metro Health Department. 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention, the five-year survival 
rate for colon cancer is 90 
percent when found and treat- 
ed early, underscoring the 
need for preventive health 
exams like the fecal immuno- 
chemical test or colonoscopy. 
Screenings detect any abnor- 
malities or early signs of can- 
cer, like polyps in the colon. 
When detected early, polyps 
can be easily removed during 
a colonoscopy before they 
develop into cancer. 

Both men and women are 
at risk of developing colorec- 
tal cancer and should be 
screened. However, data from 
the Kentucky Behavioral Risk 



Factor Surveillance System 
shows that only 63 percent of 
Kentuckians who should have 
screening tests have had them. 
Kentucky also has a higher 
than average population with 
increased risk of colon cancer 
due to higher rates of obesity, 
diets high in fat and lack of 
regular exercise. 

“Screening and early 
detection help to prevent 
colon cancer and save lives,” 
said Mayfield. “If you are 50 
or older or have a history of 
colon cancer in your family, 
get screened. It’s the best way 
to ensure your future health 
and well-being.” 

According to DPH, 
screening is particularly 
important to the prevention of 
colon cancer because the dis- 
ease can have no symptoms. 
When symptoms do develop 
at a later stage of the cancer, 
they may include blood in the 
stool, cramping in the abdo- 
men, changes in bowel habits 



and unexplained weight loss. 
Individual risk for colorectal 
cancer may be higher than 
average if you or a close rela- 
tive have had colorectal pol- 
yps or colorectal cancer, or if 
you have inflammatory bowel 
disease. 

The U.S. Preventive Ser- 
vices Task Force and Ameri- 
can Cancer Society recom- 
mend colorectal cancer 
screening for men and women 
aged 50-75. For African- 
Americans, screening should 
begin earlier, at age 45. 

The Kentucky Colon Can- 
cer Screening Program uses 
high-sensitivity fecal immu- 
nochemical testing (FIT) and 
colonoscopy to test for the 
disease. Talk to your doctor or 
contact a local health depart- 
ment for more information 
about which test or tests are 
right for you. Most insurance 
plans, Medicaid and Medicare 
help cover the cost. 
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Ambulance service 
donates to HHS 



PRESTONSBURG — 
Highlands Health System has 
been offered a donation from 
QuestCare EMS of Prestons- 
burg. 

QuestCare, which operated 
an ambulance service in the 
Big Sandy region for many 
years, contacted Highlands in 
the fall and suggested a dona- 
tion of the physical assets. 
Officials at Highlands agreed 
to accept the donation of the 
company’s assets along with 
some medical equipment and 
four ambulance service licens- 
es. 

Highlands’ attorneys filed 
a letter of intent with the Ken- 
tucky Cabinet for Health Ser- 
vices as a requirement to 



legally accept the ambulance 
service licenses if they were 
donated. Highlands does not 
intend to operate an ambu- 
lance service and will begin to 
liquidate the assets after an 
assessment of the value, 
according to a press release. 

There are approximately 
17 vehicles, in various condi- 
tions, and basic medical 
equipment included in the 
donation. Office equipment, 
computers, and other items 
will be included as well. 

“We really do not have an 
accurate value of the items 
that will be donated,” hospital 
spokesperson Maxanna Cook 
said. “We are just happy to 
receive it as a gift and will use

Former Johnson Central 
High School principal Steve 
Whitaker testified that Ian 
Welch had been a student 
when he was principal. 

“He was a happy-go-lucky- 
type kid,” Whitaker said. “I’ve 
dealt with 35,000 to 40,000 
children, and you see patterns. 
I don’t know the details of 
anything. I just had him in 
school.” 

Another school official, 
Ben Hamilton, testified that he 
knew Ian Welch in school and 
that “Ian was a leader.” 

“I was his coach, and I’d 
point out mistakes and he’d 
correct it,” Hamilton said. “If I 
had a whole school of Ians, I 
would have no problems in 
school. I never had to disci- 
pline him for the same acts. I 
think he has probably learned 
his lesson and with supervi- 



sion could be a contributing 
member of society.” 

Her attorney said that 
Madeline Welch has medical 
conditions that need to be 
addressed and that he would 
ask that, because it is a medi- 
cal condition, the information 
be sealed. He also said that Ian 
Welch has a minor child and 
that he also had a letter from 
JCHS coach Jim Matney that 
he would like to submit for 
consideration in the request 
for shock probation. 

Assistant Common- 
wealth’s Attorney Tony 
Skeans said that he was 
against shock probation and 
that the Welches had inten- 
tionally committed the acts for 
which they had been convict- 
ed. 

Circuit Court Judge John 
David Preston denied the 
motion for shock probation.

intermittent. We do not expect 
to hold up traffic for any sig- 
nificant amount of time.”

INEZ — Martin County 
has been awarded $3,791 to 
supplement emergency food 
and shelter programs in the 
county. 

The funds were made 
available through the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security’s 
Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA) under 
the Emergency Food and Shel- 
ter National Board Program. 

The selection was made by 
a national board chaired by 
FEMA and consists of repre- 
sentatives from American Red 
Cross, Catholic Charities 
USA, National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in the 
USA, The Salvation Army, 
The Jewish Federations of 
North America, and United 
Way Worldwide. 

A local board is charged to 
distribute funds appropriated 
by Congress to help expand 
the capacity of food and shel- 
ter programs in high-need 
areas throughout the county. 
The local board comprises 



representatives from the coun- 
ty judge-executive’s office, the 
Inez mayor’s office, The Sal- 
vation Army, United Way, 
American Red Cross, Big San- 
dy Area Community Action 
Program, and others to deter- 
mine how the funds awarded 
to Martin County are to be 
distributed among the emer- 
gency food and shelter pro- 
grams run by local service 
agencies in the county. The 
local board is responsible for 
recommending agencies to 
receive these funds and any 
additional funds available 
under this phase of the pro- 
gram. 

Under the terms of the 
grant from the national board, 
local agencies chosen to 
receive funds must meet the 
following criteria: be private 
voluntary non-profits or units 
of government; be eligible to 
receive federal funds; have an 
accounting system; practice 
nondiscrimination; have dem- 
onstrated the capability to 



deliver emergency food and/or 
shelter programs; and must 
have a voluntary board if they 
are a private voluntary organi- 
zation. 

Qualifying public or pri- 
vate voluntary agencies inter- 
ested in applying for Emer- 
gency Food and Shelter funds 
must contact Phyllis Walker,

The 
deadline for applications to be 
received is Wednesday, Janu-

Martin County has distrib- 
uted emergency food and shel- 
ter funds previously with Mar- 
tin County Senior Citizens 
Center, Big Sandy Area Com- 
munity Action Program, and 
Appalachian Reach Out. These 
agencies were responsible for 
providing meals, lodging, and 
utility payments to individuals 
in need.
